Important Notice to All Who Have 
Fire Insurance Policies 


‘The War Risk Exclusion Clause of all Fire insurance policies in 
British Columbia has been changed by Act of Parliament as follows: 


“(1) Clause (b) of Condition 4 of the Statutory Conditions 
“set forth-in Section 145.of The Insurance Act of British Columbia 


“is suspended, and the following substituted therefor: 


“(b) for loss or damage caused by insurrection, riot, 
“civil commotion or usurped power, or for war damage 
“as defined by paragraph (m) of Section 2-of the War 
“Risk Insurance Act, 1942 (Canada), and as interpreted 
“by a certain Order of the Governor-General in Council 
“numbered P.C. 11038, dated-the Third Day of December, 


“1942, 


“(2) Subject to the exception stated in Sub-section 1 of Section 
“146, Clause (b) of Condition 4 of the Statutory Conditions, as 
“enacted by this Section, shall be deemed to be part of every 
“contract of fire insurance now in force or hereafter made, not- 
“withstanding that it is not printed on the policy. 

“(3) This section shall continue in operation only until a day to 
“be named by the Lieutenant-Governor by his Proclamation.” 



































This change was due to two main reasons, the first being that the 
present Statutory Condition is out of date and, in relation to modern war 
conditions, is obscure. It does not fulfill its purpose of specifying the 
particular aspects of War perils which it is intended to exclude. : 


The second reason is that the Dominion Goveriiment has provided a 
scheme for War Risk Insurance ‘and also a definition of the War perils 
embraced. It is undesirable that there should be an overlap between’ the 
ordinary Fire policies and the Dominion War Risk Scheme, which under 
some circumstances might obtain under the present Statutory Condition. 
The Insurance Companies haye also signed agreements with the Dominion 
Government not to write insurance which conflicts with the War Risk 
Scheme, 


Under the change in the Statutory Condition the insuring clause 
which defines the perils insured against under the Dominion War Risk 
Scheme is used as the exclusion clause of the Fire policy.

HREE WEEKS AGO MR. CHURCHILL 

‘ told the House of Commons it was “evi- 
dent that amphibious operations of a pe 
culiar complexity and hazard on a large 
scale are approaching.” He tempered that 
illuminating statement with hjs customary 
caution against a quality of optimism which 
the circumstances might not warrant. It 
was nevertheless bad news for the Axis. In 
an even more-confident speech in London 
today, however, the Prime Minister filled in 
some of the detail he prudently omitted from 
the verbal picture \of coming events which 
he exposed to the world on June 8 He de- 
clared that “it is very probabi there will 
be heavy fighting in the Mediterranean and 
elsewhere before the leaves of autumn fall,” 
that Allied air forces will lengthen their 
arms “by night and by day,” that they will 
seek out more industrial and military targets 
with “exterminating force,” and that when 
the major cities of Germany are disposed 
of “we will follow the war industry of the 
Reich to the smaller towns.” 

These extracts from the speech ought to 
be sufficient for the United Nations to be 
going on with; but what effect must they be 
having on the sadly-sagging morale of Axis 
peoples? It will be noted that the Prime 
Minister particularized in his promise of 
new. aerial blows forthe enemy. The expan- 
sion of bombing to which he so pointedly 
alluded has follawed rapidly the official dec- 


‘laration. of a day or so ago that little re 


mained to be done with the program of 
neutralizing” the vital industrial Rubr area. 
Mr. Churchill may ‘also wish to convey the 
impression to Hitler’s mind that a little time 
mdy elapse before the curtain rises on 
those “amphibious operations”—already in- 
terpreted by the world at large as the early 
sequel to the “experiment” which he told the 
United States Congress last month was well 
worth trying “so long as ‘other measures 
are not excluded.” 

Mr, Churchill's reference to the “remark- 
ably long delay” in opening the promised 
German offensive against Russia emphasizes 
the obviously agitated state of mind which 
has fastened itself on the Nazi high com- 
mand, This is the last day of June. Never 
is the terrain of the Soviet Union, more suit- 
able for land warfare than at this time of 
the year. Still Hitler. hesitates to strike; the 
reason is to be found in the Prime Min- 
fster’s speech of June 8; the Fuehrer knows 
neither the time nor the points,at which 
the United Nations will set those amphibious 
“exercises” in motion. And to add to the 
Nazi chief's discomfort, of course, Is his 
knowledge that Marshal Stalin is in posses- 
sion of the Allied timetable—and that every 
day which passes without operations on a 
large scale on the eastern front represents 
that much more Russian preparation for a 
big move “before the leaves of autumn fall.” 

Refreshing, too, in Mr. Churchill's vig- 
orous speech was his refusal to apologize 
for his unquestioned optimism. To be sure, 
he warned the distinguished audience which 
had gathered to do him honor within the 
blackened walls of the ancient Guildhall that 
painful fighting was ahead; but while-he had 
never indulged in shallow and fugitive op. 
timism, he had thought it “right to make 
this statement,” feeling sure “it will not lead 
to the slightest complacency or relaxation 
of that awful force which now is being 
brought into action.” On no similar occa- 
sion during the period in which he has led 
the nation has he gone this far in the kind 
of veiled prediction which today's utterance 
so obviously breathed. And he and the Allied 
world.can derive much satisfaction and con- 
solation from the drawing of a parallel be- 
tween conditions now and the tragic position 
in whith all free peoples found themselves 
in the summer of 1940.

Why Not A Political Truce’. 


UR OTTAWA CORRESPONDENT HAS 

it on good authority that the Progressive 
Conservative Party does not intend to enter 
candidates in the four by-elections scheduled 
for August 9. Vacancies to be filled on that 
day are in Stanstead, Quebec; Cartier, Mont- 
real; Selkirk, Manitoba; and Humboldt, Sas- 
katchewan.

BIRTHDAY 


SEVENTY-SIXTH anniversary of 
Confederation finds us in a curious na- 
tional state of mind. We have on one side a 
sense of gréat accomplishment in the war 
and, on the other, a sense of frustration and 
a fear of the future. 

This, I suppose, must amuse other na- 
tions if they have time to think about such 
things. Almost every other nation in the 
world looks at Canada today and counts us 
blessed far beyond our deserts. To nearly 
every people our future appears ore for- 
tunate than that of any people on “earth. 
We have wealth. We have machinery. We 
have the second highest living standard in 
the world, But more important, we have 
freedom, Perhaps we have more freedom 
as individuals, taking the matter whole, 
than any people alive. 

And yet, despite all this, despite the ex- 
traordinary achievements of the last 76 
years, despite the present condition of the 
country and its prospects In the coming years 
of peace, many Canatiiatis take a kind of 
perverted delight in depreciating Canada 
and, like a monk in the Middle Ages flagelat- 
ing himself, seem to derive a positive pleas- 
ure from telling themselves that they don't 
amount to much. 


SIZE 


F COURSE CANADA does not amount to 

much in. size compared with the more 
populous nations; nor in political power. 
But ft does amount to more than any nation 
of its size in.the world. No other 12,000,000 
have been able to build our military power 
in this war and no other 12,000,000 at any 


time in history have remotely approached 
our production of goods 
But size is not everything. ‘The. most 


successful nations, like the most successful 
men, do not have to be large, rich or no- 
torious. Some of the most successfiil na 
tions in history have been very small and 
have left larger accompll!s behind 
them than the most bloated empires of an- 
tiquity 

The thing that counts ts the condition 
of the individual_people within the ‘nation, 
and the thing that counts in the individual 


hments 


} people is not-the number of cars they own 


per capita in their garages but the amount of 
happiness .they possess inside their heads. 

Judged by this standard, Canada has been 
a successful experiment in its three quarters 
of a century of life as a nation. The Cana- 
dian people have gone through many bad 
times, but what nation hasn't? We have 
made many mistakes, So has everybody 
else. But on the whole, in what nation has 
life been better for the ordinary man than 
right here? 

You can find odd corners of the globe, 
no doubt, where the local inhabitants have 
been better off than the average inhabitant 
of Canada. You can take some of the priv- 
ileged classes elsewhere—the tinsel aristoe 
racy of Hollywood, for example, or the solid 
roast-beef aristocracy of prewar England— 
and say that they are better off than Cana- 
dians; but take nation for nation on the 
average, right across the board, and Canada 
will hold its own with any of them. 


OPPOSITE PULLS 

VET THE LEGEND of our essential in- 
* feriority still persists in many parts of 
this country. There {s still a subconscious 
feeling, deep down inside the Canadian soul, 
that we are, after all, a pretty minor affair. 
This stems off from two outside causes. 

First, since we largély derive from it; 
we have with us always the sense of Bri- 
tain's greatness which makes us feel rather 
new and inexperienced by comparison. This 
is, indeed, to6o much for some Canadians who 
are_still colonials at heart and yearn for the 
return of the Family Compact which, hoe 
ever, is seen on examination to be consider- 
ably dead 

Second, we find ourselves dwarfed by the 
mighty spectacle of activity, of worldly 
power right beside us in the United States. 

This is a combination hard to raise above 
—the nostalgia of our beginnings overseas, 
The 
fact that we have survived it, that we have 
not lost our own identity between the power- 
ful identities of our parent and our neigh- 
bor, ought to"indicate to us that there is a 
tough core of Canadianism inside us, and 
that, like our fathers, we still have the stuff 
of nationhood if we can only use it. 

We have, in fact, everything to make a 
great nation but the realization of it. We 
have the achievement behind us and the op- 
portunity in front of us. We lack only con. 
fidence in ourselves and the willingness to 
make our own plans, devise our own solu- 
tions and try our own experiments, without 
waiting for someone else to show us the 
way. ; ‘ 

The thing we should learn on our national 
anniversary—especially on this one when 
the name of Canada stands higher in the 
world than ever before—is that our destiny 


| and our salvation will rest in our own hands 


and that our only true hope lies in being 
Canadians, not pale imitations of somebody 
else.

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Our 77th Dominion Day

ROAL proclamation in July 1, 

1867, fixed the official birth- 
day of Canada. The 77th cele- 
bration of Confederation comes 
in the year the tide of war has 
turned. The nation is justified 
in a sober confidence there will 
be many more such anniver- 
saries in the history of Canada 
—anniversaries symbolic of the 
very freedoms for which the 
United Nations are fighting to- 
day. 

This year Canada’s national 
holiday will be celebrated with 
a certain restraint, due to war- 
time conditions. But the vision 
of the Fathers of Confederation, 
the steady devélopment of" the 
Dominion,’ the spirit of the 
British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions and the inspiration of an 
ever-increasing war effort com- 
bine in this more hopeful year 
to make July 1, 1943, one of the 
most important Dominion Days 
in the history of Canada. 

In 1867 Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia en- 
tered into a federal union known 
as the Dominion of Canada. In 
1870 Manitoba joined, after the 
acquisition by the Dominion of 
the Hudson's Bay Company terri- 
tories in 1869, to be followed by 
British ,Columbia in 1871, Prince 
Edward Island in 1873 and 
Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
1905.

To settle the situation which 
has arisen in the Saanich Munici- 
pal School Board, resulting in the 
resignation of Trustees Frank 
Tupman and J. R. L. Burridge, a

The strain of protracted war is 
hard and severe upon men at ex- 
ecutive summit of great coun- 
tries, however lightly care may 
seem to sit upon them. 

They have need of all the help 
and comfort their fellow work 
men can give. 

I feel myself buoyed up by 
your good will here today and 
indeed I have felt uplifted 
through all these years by the 
consideration with which the 
British people have treated me, 
even when serious mistakes have 
been made. 

Always they have given a gen- 
erous measure of trust’ and 
friendship, and I have never felt 
hustled or barracked, or rocket 
ted in any of the decisions it is 
my duty to take in conjunction 
with my colleagues, or in regard 
to the matters it is my task to 
submit to Parliament. 

There is no doubt that this con- 
sideration shown to their leader 
by ‘the British people, though fat 
above his.deserts, is a very real, 


‘and practical help in the conduct

Of all the wars we have ever 
waged in the long continuity of 
our history, there has never been 
one which more truly united the 


entire British people and the 
British races- throughout the 
world than this present fearful 


struggle for the freedom and pro 
gress of mankind 


Britain Entered War 


Convinced of Purpose 


We entered it of our own free 
ourselves being di- 
rectly assaulted. We entered it 
upon a conviction of purpose 
which was clearly comprehended 
by all classes and parties and by 
the whole mass of the people, and 
we have persevered together 
through good and evil fortune 
without the slightest weakening 
of our willpower or division of 


We entered it ill-prepared and 
almost unarmed. We entered it 
without counting the cost, and 
upon a single stupendous im- 
pulse at tle call of honor. We 
strove long, too long, for peace, 
and suffered thereby, but from 
the moment when we gave our 
guarantee that we would not 
stand by idly and see Poland 
trampled down by domination, 
we have never looked back, never 
flagged, never doubted, never 
flinched. We were sure of our 
duty, and we have discharged 
and will discharge it without 
swerving or slackening, to the 
end. 

We seek no profit, we want no 
territory or aggrandizement. We 
expect no reward, and we will 
accept no compromise. It is on 
that footing that we wish to be 
judged, first in our own con- 
sciences, and afterward by pos 
terity. 

It is even more remarkable that 
the unity which has existed and 
endured in this small, densely 
populated island should have ex- 
tended with equal alacrity and 
steadfastness to all parts of our 
world-wide Commonwealth + and 
Empire. Some people like the 
word Commonwealth. Others, 
and I am one of them, are not at 
all ashamed of the word Empire 
But why, should we not have 
both? 

Wars come with great sudden 
ness, and many of the deep, slow 
courses which lead to the explo- 
sion are often hidden from or 
dnly dimly comprehended by the 
“‘Thasses of people even in the re- 
gions most directly affected. 
Time, distance, the decorum of 
diplomacy and a legitimate desire 
to preserve peace all impose their 
restraint upon public discussion 
and upon prior arrangement. 
Therefore, I think the expression 
British Commonwealth and Em- 
pire may well be found the most 
convenient means to describe this 
unique association of races which 
was built up partly by conquest, 
largely by consent but mostly un- 
consciously and without design, 
within all the embracing golden 
circle of the crown? 

The British people, taught by 
the lessons they have learned in 
the past, have found the means 
tq, attach to the Motherland vast 
self-governing dominions upon 
whom there rests no obligation 
other than that of sentiment and 
tradition to plunge into War by 
the sitle of the Motherland. None 
of these dominions except South- 


exn.Ireland, which does not in its 


present dispensation accept Do 
minion status, has ever failed to 
respond. 


Overpowering Impulse 
Influences Dominions 


It is an overpowering influence 
and impulse that-makes Canada 
and Australia, that makes New 
Zealanders and South Africans, 
send their manhood across the 
ocean to fight and die. In each 
one of these countries with its 
long and varied history behind 
it this extraordinary spectacle is 
an outstanding example of the 
triumph of mind over matter and 
of the human heart over short- 
sighted self-interest. 

In the vast subcontinent of In- 
dia, which we trust will presently 
find full satisfaction within the 
British Commonwealth of WNa- 
tions, martial races and many 
others have thronged to the im- 
perial standard, More than 2,000,- 
000 have joined the armed forces 
and have distinguished them- 
selves in many cases during the 
fiercest conflicts with the Ger- 
mans, Italians and Japanese. All 
the great countries engaged in 
this war count their armies by the 
millions but the Indian army has 
a pecluliar characteristic not 
found in the armies of Britain or 
the United States or Russia or 
France or in the armies of our 
| foés_in_that it is entirely com- 
| posed of volunteers.—Not-one-has 
been conscripted or competied.

We nourish the warmest feel- 
ings of fellowship toward the 
valiant Russian people with 
whom we have made a 20-years 
treaty of friendship and mutual 
aid. 

We foresee an expanding  fu- 
ture for the long-enduring Re- 
public of China. We look forward 
to a revival of the unity and 
true greatness of France. We 
have the loyal and faithfu) com- 
radeship of all.
